New York. — Applloatlons by foiir of 
the imalleBt oountriea tn the world- 
Iceland, the Republic of Georgia, San 
Marino, and Luxeniburg— for admlH- 
alon to the league of nations, which 
are to come before the council ot the 
league when It convenes ehortly In 
Rome. Italy, have awakened Interest 
In these lands nnd peoples. • 

Iceland, which until 1016 belongeil 
to Denmark, bun » population of ap- 
liroxlmalcly "o.oiio. and an area of 85.- 
iioii square niile^i. It was discovered 
liy .NorsiMiicn in ilii' ninth century, and 
contlnnPrl as a rrpntillo until 1292. 
when lakoii liy nrmiiiiiU. In whose, 
hands It riMiiaini'il until two yesrs aRo. 
when, tn full ajiri'cini'ut with the 
iniithcr couiilry, luuli'i- a lulni iplo of 
sclf-ilolennliiatUin. Ici'land iiniclaliuod 
its indiMHTicU'iui'. Kinn Cliristian of 
nenninrk limioi-.d liis former cnlDuy 
by sendliiK a warsliiii l") salute the Ice- 
landic national flaK. 

The Danish yovei uineni in l:'i:i for- 
bade the numufacture or sah- of in- 
toxicants, and the iiarllainetii of lee- 
land Bubsbquontly enac a prcliihl- 
tlon law making the nineteen sysKels. 
or parishes, in the country's three 
amta, or provinces, forever "dry." Ice- 
landic women have long had the right 
to vote. 

Reykjavik and Akereyri, the princi- 
pal villages of Iceland, are on the 
coast, which Is a belt of rich pasture 
land. The interior Irf a vast plateau. 
2,000 or more feet above sea level, 
composed largel of sand and lava 
desert and pracUcally destitute of 
grass or trees, excepting a few hardy 
beohes. There are no roads. FV)r cen- 
turies Iceland was the center of vol- 
canic eruptions, the lava delds cover- 
ing an area of 4.50(1 xquarc miles.

San Marino, or Sannnarino. is not 
only one of tlie snnillest hut one of the 
oldest republics in Kurope. It Is In 
closed by three Italian iiruvinces uinl 
consists of a craggy inounttain 2.4:'» 
feet high, on which Is the town and 
Bomf olrourajacent terraces with fo\ir 
or five Tillages. The population jirior 
to the war was about 8.000. San .Marino 
furnished an army to the allies. Tin' 
obie flndustry is agriculture, including 
til* raising of cattle. Hie legislature 
of the republic is composed of a senate 
ot sixty members, elected for life, 
equally from the ranks ot peasants, 
olUsens. and noblea. Two prasidenU 
are chosen by the seante every six 
months. 

Lttxembnrg, which lies between 
Rbenniab Prussia, Belgium, and Al- 
sace-LorwIne. and which was occu- 
pied by the Qermans during the war. 
was made a grand duchy in 1814 by 
the king of the Netherlands. In 1867 it 
was declared neutral territory by the 
treaty of London. It has belonged, 
however, slnoe 1842, and until the 
signing of the VeniallleH treaty, to the 
Zollvarin or Qernian ('ustoms union. 

The population of Luxemburg be- 
fore the war was approximately "00.- 
000. living In an area of about 1,000 
si|iiare mil's Walloon French Is 
spoken In a few villages, but the Ian-

like. The cosf of producing it at home 
is relatively low and usually an Indi- 
vidual manufacturing It can readily 
sell any excess over his home needs to 
good advantage. Sorghum produced 
iluring the 1919 seoson brought the 
producers from 90 cents to $1.60 a gal- 
lon, depending on the quality, market- 
ing conditions, etc. Thus tar the sup- 
ply has fallen far short of the market 
demand.
